This decision is based on the understanding that the City of Fountain will include the
failure to monitor for the second round of unregulated contaminants violation in its 2004
consumer confidence report.

Water Regulations (“NPDWR”), 40 CFR Part 141. Violation of the NPDWRs or an
administrative order may subject you to a court-imposed injunction and penalties of up to
$32,500 per day of violation.
